Let Us Understand One Another 


‘ ' 
The need for a better understanding and a closer union between the East 
ind West of Canada is a common topic of conversation when citizens from | 


ihe two sections meet; it is the subject of innumerable newspaper and maga: | 


tine ariicies; fit is a favorite theme with speakers before Canadian Clubs and- 
other budies. The views expressed are invariably approved and applauded by! 
those to whom they are addressed. It may be assumed, therefore, that it is’ 
the desire of the average Canadian that this better understanding should be 
reached, and a more truly national spirit and sentiment developed throughout . 
the Dominion. 

- But before the people of Canada can begin to think nationally. they must 
firsi cease to think in terms of their own particular little community, and of | 
their own selfish interests. Even more must people realize that, because | 
some certain policy or undertaking will directly advance their interests, it! 
does not follow that the adoption of such policy would be in the Interests of 
Canala as a whole. And, on the other hand, people must realize because 
ther. or their particular community, do not stand to derive direct benefits | 
from some policy or undertaking, that Is no reason why they should oppose | 
policies which will admittedly greatly assist other portions of Canada and add} 
to the uational development and progress. 

That Is to say that the much-to-be-desired better understanding between | 
the Eart and West of Canada cannot be realized simply by stressing its need 
and importance. It can, and will, only be brought about when a less narrow: 
view -s enterialned by the majority of Canadians; when a broader national | 
viewpsint and vision is accepted; when a spirit of compromise is recognized 
and sueled upon. 

The loudest preachers of national unity are to be found in Toronto, and | 
by the same token the narrowest conceptions of how that national unity is to 
be promoted are entertained in the same city. Thus a Toronto weekly publl- | 
cation with a Dominion-wide circulation devoted a whole page of a recent 
issue Lo an illustrated article in opposition to the completion of the Hudson’s | 
Bay Railway as an outlet for Western products. But this same paper is a 
strong advocate of the decpening of the St. Lawrence in order to admit ocean- | 
going vessels to the Great Lakes, . 

This Toronto paper also argues for the placing of a practically prohibi- 
tive duty on out-of-season fruits and vegelables from the United States, and 
in favor of the development of trade in tropical and semi-tropical fruits with 
the British West Indies. Even assuming that such a policy would work no! 
hardship on the people of Eastern Canada, what about the West? Is the 
West to be denied such fruits and vegetables altogether, or are our people to 
be made to pay the cost of haulage from the Atlantic seaboard in refrigera-

New" Industry Is Developing Mineral 
Resources of Western Canada 

What is commercially and medicin- 
ally known as Epsom salts is now be- 
ing produced in Canada. ‘To the min- 
ing man, however, Epsom salts is 
known as magnesium sulphate, and 
as such has been reported upon by 
L. H. Cole, mining engineer of the 
Mines Branch of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Mines. 

This comparatively new industry has 
contributed to Canada’s mineral ‘pro- 
duction within the past few years, as 
the deposits of magnesium sulphate 
(Epsom salts) have been proved and 
production started on a commercial 
scale. ‘The alkali deposits which oc- 
cur in numerous localities in the 
prairie provinces contain appreciable 
percentages of magnesium sulphate, 
and it is possible that from these oc- 
currences commercial magnesium sul- 
phate will soon be-recovered as a by- 
product in the production of sodium 
sulphate. In addition to these de- 
posits there are three known deposits 
in British Columbia, one of which is 
being operated at the present time. 
The Mines Branch of the Department 
of Mines {s investigating these ‘de; 
posits, in connection with the examin- 
ation of the sodium sulphate areas in 
the prairie provinces. 

A deposit of magnesium sulphate 
occurs in Spotted Lake, approximate- 
ly one-half mile north of the third en- 
trance to Richter’s Pass, and forty 
miles by road south of Penticton, 
British Columbia. The deposit oc- 
curs in a slight depression in which is 
a partially dried up Jake containing 
considerable quantities of hydrous 
magnesium sulphate crystals and sat- 
urated brine. Approximately 1,600 
tons of crude magnesium sulphate 
have been recovered from this deposit 
up to date. 

The Basque Chemical Company 
owns a series of five lakes, situated 15 
miles west of Ashcroft, B.C. From 
these lakes they excavated crude mag- 
nesium sulphate (Epsom egalts) for 
shipment to Vancouver where it was 
refined and sold as medicinal salts and 
for the tanning industry. In the fall 
of 1923 they completely dismantled 
their refining plant at Vancouver and 
| Shipped the machinery to the plant 
lat their deposits. Plans are now un- 
der way for the-erection of the refin- 
ing plant al Basque and for greatly 
extending the development of these 
deposits. %

‘The Scotch- 
man thinks the kilties are the only 
soldiers, and one can respect his en- 
thusiasm, for great deeds have been 
done by the troops from the land of 
the heather.

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NEW PROPOSAL |Want Restoration Of 


FOR GOVERNMENT 
BANK INSPECTION 


Ottawa.—Hon. J. A. Robb, acting 
minister of finance, laid before the 
Banking Committee of the House the 
proposed scheme of government bank 
inspection. The important provisions 
of the scheme, are: 

(1) A general inspector of banks 
will be appointed by the Minister of 
Yinance. ‘The inspector may be re- 
moved by order-in-council for incapa- 
city, misbehavior or incompetence. It 
will be the duty of the inspector to ex- 
amine the head offices of all-banks at 
least once a yearand any branch that 
he mmy consider it necessary to, ex- 
amine. Confidential reports now sent 
by the shareholders’ auditors to the 
directors of a bank, will be available 
to the inspectors. 

(2) The inspectors will be given 
power to examine the general man- 
ager or the officials Under oath. 

(3) Under the present Bank Act, if 
there is an indication that a bank is 
going wrong, there is no provision for 
winding it up. 

It is now proposed that, when the 
inspector is satfSfied that a bank fs 
insolvent he shall report to the Minis- 
ter of Finance who may then, without 
waiting for the bank to suspend pay- 
ment, request the Bankers’ Associa- 
tlon to appoint a curator. This will 
automatically prevent the bank from 
accepting further deposits. 

(4) It is proposed the bank shall be 
assessed on their assets for the cost 
of the inspector and of the officials 
engaged under him.

The Prairie Provinces Now 
Becoming A Land Of Gardens

| A leading Canadian horticulturist 
iwho had been absent from the prairia 
| provinces for some years was sur-

; If is always the best policy to keep 


trees away from the farm bulldings as 
j this gives enclosed and protected 
ground for the garden, orchard, al- 
falfa pateh, root ground and the all 
important seed plot.

The only other glant in the same 
class was John Middleton, born at 
Hale, Lancashire, {n 1578. When he 
went to Oxford his measurements 
were taken in the presence of doctors, 
magistrates and university dignataries 
and vouched for by their signatures, 
and are to be seen with a picture of 
him at  Brasenose College. His 
height was also 9 feet 3 inches, his 
hand from the carpus to the end of 
the middle finger 17 inches, and his 
palm 84% inches broad. He appears 
to have been a real Sampson, for on 
his presentation to King James I. he 
competed with the Court wrestlers 
and threw them. These cases of un- 
usual height are well authenticated. 


The giants of whom records have 
been preserved were noted more for 
physical than intellectual stature. But 
there recently appeared in England a 
Memoir on “Brian Piers Lascelles” 
(Oxford: Basil Blackwood), familiarly 
known as the “Magdalen Giant.” The 
name was something of a misnomer, 
for his height was only 6 feet 934 in- 
ches in his stockings, and as he walk- 
ed, about 6 feet 10 inches. Unlike 
most of those known to similar fame 
Mr. Lascelles: was a man of fine and 
varied intellectual attainments... Af- 
ter graduating at Oxford he was a 
teacher at Harrow for many years. 
Luckily he was not sensitive about his 
height, but rather enjoyed making lit- 
tle sensations, such as Nghting his 
cigarette at some epparently inaccess- 
ible gas jet. When he visited Can- 
ada with the British Asscciation In 
1884 he had to take berths in two ad- 
joining cabins on the steamer and 
have the intervening partition remov- 
ed. All the contributors to the 
Memoir speak in the highest terms of 
his social qualities—Regina Post.

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Agricultural Products Increase 


_—_—— 


British Columbia 

The agricultural production of Brit- 
ish Columbia last year increased in 
value $4,000,000 over the 1922 produc- 
tion, according to figures compiled by 
the Provincial Department of Agricul- 
ture. The value of agricultural pro- 
ducts in 1928 was $59,159,798, as 
against $55,322,971 “in the previous 
twelve months. 

Livestock production increased from 
$14,550,494 in 1922 to $15,920,028 in 
1923. Poultry and eggs both show 
slight decrease, the value for 1923 be- 
ing: Poultry, $1,989,567; eggs, $1,963, 
412. The total decrease in the two 
branches ts $62,859. 

Dairy products increased in value 
by over $1,250,000, being $9,234,576, as 
against $8,001,185 for 1922. Under 
this heading butter shows an increase 
from 3,906,415 pounds to 4,221,704 
pounds, frash milk, from 11,054,390 
gallons to 12,300,070 gallons, evapor- 
ated milk, from 169,229 to 213,199 
cases; ice cream from 393,363 gallons 
to 419,701 gallons. 

The total production of frult shows 
an increase in value from $4,915,604 
to $6,034,976, although there is a de- 
crease in value of both small frults 
and tree frults other than apples, 
which showed an increase from $2,- 
951,193 to $4,242,340. 

Vegetables valued at $5,853,626 
show a very slight increase over the 
previous year. Fodder crops valued 
at $12,312,725 show a slight decrease. 
Grain crops of a value of $3,966,857 
exceed those of 1922 In both value 
and quantity. Hops to the value of 
$399,922 exceed the quantity produc- 
ed in 1922 by 318,903 pounds; goats 
milk also exceeds the quantity and 
value for 1922 and jis valued at $96,000.

The location of the floating houses be- 
neath the lake has been determined, 
and it is estimated that the labor of 
refloating them would cost about a 
Quarter of a million dollars. 


Damage to Cables 


Rum Fleets Play Havoc With Sub- 

marines Cables Off East Coast 

of U.S. . 

Rum fleets anchored off the Jersey 
and Long Island coasts are playing 
havoc with submarines cables to such 
an extent that officials of two trans- 
Atlantic cable companies said they 
had protested to the Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington. Another com- 
pany is contemplating similar action. 

Damages at the rate of several 
hundred thousand dollars a year, at- 
tributed to the dragging anchors of 
rum-running vessels riding in heavy 
seas, were revealed when the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company's cable 
steamer, Robert C. Clowery, docked 
after repairing a broken cable off the 
Rockaway coast. &

Science Outdoing Nature 


German Professor Claims Artificial 
Butterfly Wings Richer Than 
Original 

The paint brush of nature has been 
outdone again by science, according to 
recent announcement, in which the 
contention is made that by artificial 
means the coloring of butterfly wings 
can be reproduced with much more ef- 
fect and richness than the original 
themselres. 

Prof. Hans Zozher, {In an address 
before the German Chemical Society, 
asserted that he frequently had made 
artificlal wings which would make 
“any butterfly In the world turn green 
or black with envy.” 

The coloring iu real butterfly wings 
is brought about by Nght reflections 
on the same principle which causes 
soap bubbles to glisten colorfully in 
the rays of Nght. Prof. Zozher ex- 
plained that he used resin as the basiy 
in his experiments.
